Everybody agnin 
put in his bonds and forfeits 
and baptismal certificates, and the board 
threw out ail the bids on the ground that 
the lowest bidder had once been indicted 
and acquitted in court. This coming from 
a board whose chief officer had been in- 
dicted himself. October 12, 1880—DBids 
opened again with same results, and held 
over partly because the lowest bidder has 
red hair, partly that the Board 
might try to lobby through the Assembiy a 
bill making the former contractor hold 
over at $12,000 a year. November 19, 
iss0O—Former contractor pursuing the 
even tenor of his way, without any con- 
tract at all, at $12,900 a year-—-$900 more 
than even his own bid asked for the job.

And the Singular Scrape an American

J.H. Burnett, un American at Ningpo, Chi- 
na, hes been tried on the singular charge of 
acvducting a pun from a Buddhist convent at 
Wenehow. burnett was employed as tide 
surveyor for the Chinese customs at that port. 
Gis post was on a lonely island in the harbor. 
He says that a Chinaman named Ab Hee pro- 
posedto get him a wife,and suggesteda 
handsome young nun in the convent. Buraett 
accedec,2nd Ab Hee, with his wile, Ab Sing, 
forthed a plot to secure the girl. With two 
companions they approached the door of the 
convent and shouted **Fire.’’ In the confu- 
sion they entcred the house and carried off 
Chong Lerg, the devotee, knocking down the 
mother superiorio the attempt. Binding 
the cirl band and foot, they delivered her over 
to Burnett. 

Information of the outrage being earried 
to tbe Wercbow Taotai, the bighest judicial 
ofiicer ofthe district, he lodged complaint 
scairnst Burnett before the United States Con- 
sul atSbangbai, whoinstructed Dr. Lord, a 
missionary and a United States Consu! at 
Nipgpo, to proceed to Wenchow on board the 
United States ship Monocacy, and investi- 
vate. Burnett was summoned beforea court 
composed of Dr. Lord and two ofticers, and 
was found guilty. Burnett appealed to Miu- 
ister Seward, on the ground orf the unconsti- 
tutionality of the court. Seward ordered a 
newtrinl, Which was coneluded on. October 
3 last. .

—A History of White Mau’s Perfidy 
and Indian Revenge.

On October 15 the Apache chief who, for 
for eighteen months, has made bimself a ter- 
ror to portions of New Mexico and Chibua- 
buain Mexico, was overpowered by 1,500 
Mexican troops and siain. Fifty warriors 
fell with bim, fighting bravely to the last. 
Eighteen lodian women and children of his 
band sbared their jot in the fizbt, and seven- 
ty, inclueing women and children, were cap- 
tured. With a handful of braves Victorio 
bas defied the armies of the United 
States and Mexico, and at iast been crushed. 
W bat bonor would have belonged to our gov- 
evpment if its forces bad won the victory in- 
stead of the Mexicans. The old story of 
Wiongs aid oppression weuld still lie 
of the victory. This ebief was an old man of 
nearly seventy. With grav hair, wrinkled 
fuce,a sbort, stout body and left arm naag- 
ipg paralyzed at his side, be fted from threat- 
ened imprisonment on a new reservation, 
and with forty or fiftv fol!owers, seizing 
from the g- vernment evough borses to mount 
his band, he rode out to reap a harveat of 
death. Driven by desperation, he avowedly 
tock the+«word todie by it. 

Till 1877 be bad lived for tem vears on the 
Ojo Caliente or Hot Springs reservation in 
New Mexico.

The management and operation of a modern 
railway is like the working of one of the loeo- 
motives which runs upon itetracks.

Chapin, of Phal'ipsburg, N. J., who owns 
the Island, has a tradition handed down from 


night to escape two pursuing Bri ish men-of-

tion of the island is such as to suggest an oc- 
currence of that nature. Thecompany which 
is working at the Isiand became satisbed that 
Mr. Chapin’s tradition had seme basis. 
They accordingly sent a wrecking vessel with 
ali the improved machirftry necessary, and a 
powerful dredge and force-pump of enor- 
mous capacity. 

The work is in charge of Superintendent 
C. T. Pikeand Engineer Charies P. Tasker. 
They began dredging thirty feet fromthe 
shore,and scooped outa hole one bundred 
feet long and forty feet deep. Here they 
found the bow of a vessel, whose timbers 
were nearly all rotted awav. It lay ap- 
parently at an angle of 40 degrees. By re- 


moving about*forty feet more of mud, and | 


going down twenty feet further, they 
reached nearly the centre of the wreck. 
Pieces of spars, ship timbers and pieces of 


live-oak plank have ali been brought to the. 


surface by the dredger. The eompany has 
two divers on the spot, and they report that 
the wreck of a vessel at least one hundred 
feet long lies buried in the mud at a stage of 
from forty to sixty feet under the water. 
Yesterday the dredge became fastened in 
something, and in trying to raise it the 
cbain was broken. A diver was let down 
fifty-five feet, and remained under the water 
an hour andavhalf. When he came up he 
reported that the dredge had become fastened 
in what appeared to him to be a large gun, 
the point of which was fast in the stiff mad.

Items and Notes on What is Doing in 


the Country. 


EARLY LAMBS FOR THE MARKET. 


There is no kind of meat for which epicures 
will pay as much as fora lamb. provided it 
is furniz:hed sufficiently eariv in the season. A 
lsmb of sufficient size to roast in March will 
bring more than the same animal will if al- 
lowed to obtainits full growth. Raising 
lambs to supply the demands of the market 
in early spring is a very profitable branch of 
the sheep business. It is comparatively easy 
to furnish the degree of heat necessary to 
raise lambs during the winter, but more dif- 
ficult to obtain the requisite &mount of milk 
or some suitable substitute for it. Most ewes 
give acompaératively smallamount of miik 
during cold weatber uniess special pains are 
taken to supply them with suitanle food. 
Lambs, however, may be tanght to drink 
milk as readily as calves, and they may, with- 
out weening them, be induced to drink the 
Warm, sweet milk thatie drawn from cows. 
At first they wil] not drink more than a gill at 


atime, but they will soon take a pint, and | 
have — 
Jearncd to drink cows’ milk readily, some | 
| protitably. 


then a quart. atameal. After they 
flaxseed meal may be added to it to good ad- 
vantage. In the course of a few weeks crushed 
oats and corp mea) may be added tothe milk. 
Many farmers declare that it does not pay to 
feed rew milk tocalves. They declare that 
there is economy in killing calves when thev 
are but a few daysold, or in giving them away 
to persons wbo will raise them, and in ¢on- 
verting the milk they will consume into but- 
ter, Admitting the truth of their statement, 
itdoes not appear that there is no profit in 
feeding new milktolambs. Veal is ordioari- 
ly adrug in the market during the spring, 
apd the farmer who obtains five cents per 
pound for it thinks that he 1s doing very wel). 
Lamb, however, if ready for the market suf- 
fichently early in the season, will sell in most 
large cities for about the same price as butter. 


LARGE YIELDS OF CORN. 


A series of prizes having been offered by a 
Mr. Bond for crops of corn raised on one- 
eighth of an acre, in Hartford county, Mary- 
land, there were five contestants. The first 
prize wenttoacrop which yielded at the 
rate of 186 bushels (37.2 ‘*barrels’’) per acre, 
the second toacrop of 183.2 bushels, the 
third to181.5, and the other two made crops 
of 175 and 174.15 bushels per acre. Onthe 
first prize crop barnvard and commercial 
manures and ashes were used at the estimated 
value of $160 per acre. The next in order 
made no estimate of the value of manure. 
The next used manure atthe rate of $34 per 
acre, and the fifth at the rate of $49. Not over 
two stalks were allowed to grow inthe hills, 
which were in rows three feet apart. The 
average on the five plats was at the rate of 
180 bushels per acre.

DRYING POTATOES FOR EXPORT. 


‘At various times dubing the past few years 
papers in different parts of the country have 
contained accounts of experiments, more or 
less successful, in desiccating + weet snd com- 
mon potatoes so they would keep for years 
and retain all their qualities. In relation t 
sweet potatoes it has been claimed that the 
dried article could not be distinguished from 
that whicn had never heen subjected toa pro- 
cees for removing the moisture after both 
were cooked ; at least there was no difference 
in the taste. As sweet potatoes are hard to 
keep in a varying climate, there seeartd to be 
great sdvantages in a process that would pre- 
servethem. Recently the project of preserv- 
ing potatoes has been revived onthe Pa- 
cific Coast, and dried potatoes are now sent 
to Europe from San Francisco. In comment- 
ing on the new industry an Eastern paper 
says: ‘‘Drying potatoes so a# to preserve 
them for several years, in any climate, is @ 
new inaustry that has sprung up in Catifor- 
nia. The tuters, which are dried and pressed 
by a newly-devised wachine, are «aid to re- 
tain to a great exient their natural taste and 
original freshress. The first shipment made 
by a San Francisco merchant to Liverpool 
brought $160 per ion over all expenses of 
shipment.

PICKLE FOR CURING MEAT. 
A large amount oi beef, pork and mutton is 


| lost to farmers every season, by not being per- 
| fectiv cured. 


Every yearalarge numoer of 
recipes are published in agricultural papers 


for curing meat, some of which are valuapie. 


Some thirty years ago the Germantown ( Pa.) 


| Telegraph published arecipe that was tried 


by a large number of people and highly com- 
mended.’ The next year it was republished 
with Jike results, wherenpon the paper fell 
into the habit of publishing it every season, 
and it claims that po person bas ever tried it 
for curing beef, pork, mvt'on, tongue, or 
hams ard ever aflerward cured meatin any 
otber manner With satisfaction to himself, 
The following is areprimt of the famous re- 
cipe: 

ao one galfon of water take one and a half 
pounds of salt, one balf pound eugar, one- 
balf curce saltpetre, one-half ounce potash. 
Use only a pure article of potash; if this ean 
not be obtained omititaltugether. In this 
ratio the pickle can be increased to any 
quantity desired. Let these be boiled togeth- 
er until all the dirt from the sugar rises to the 
top and is skimmed off. Then throw it into a 
tub to cool, and when cold, pour it over your 
beef or pork. The meat must be well covered 
wiih pickle, and should not be put down for 
at least two days after killing, during whieh 
time it should be slightly sprinkled with 
powdered saltpetre, which removes all the 
surface blood, ete., leaving the meat fresh and 
clean. Some omit boiling the pickle, and find 
itto answer well, though the overation of 
boiling purifies the pickle »y throwing off the 
dirt always to be found in salt and sugar. If 
this receipt is strictly foliowed, it will require 
a single trial to prove its superiori'y over the 
common way, or most ways, of putting down 
meat, and will not soon be abandoned for any 
other. The meat is usurpassed for sweetness, 
delicacy, and freshness of color.

The first was in 1853, while he wae still sear- 
ing the monastic habit. He bed broken with 
the Pope as a tempora! ruler, but had not yet 
adjured the religion of nis youth. Always a 
patriot, he had fallen into disgrace for de- 
nouneing the schemes of the Jesuits soon 
after the accession of Pius 1X. Durina 
the brief life of the Roman Republic in 1848 
be was one of Garibaldi’s right-band men. 
By the kindness of the American Consul he 
escaped afterward and reached England in 
safety. Thence he cameto America, telling 
the story ef lialy’s wrongs with an enthusi- 
asm and eloquence which drew crowds to hear 
him, though be epcke mostly in Italian, ts 
broken English being well nigh unintelligi 
ble. 

Tbe only parallel to bis course through this 
country is that of the other eminent petr' st, 
Koseuth. But Kossuth spoke an edmiratie 
Engiitb, learned feom Shukspeare during the 
wesTy hours of bis prison life. There are 
some who will remember the scenes in “*Trip- 
ler H:}),” when the fiery monk was at his 
best. Norhasthe memory of the Moatreal 
riots, in which his life was attempted, entire- 
Jy passed away. Butthe occasion for such 


ebullitions exists noomore. Adversity tamed 
bis fieyy spirit, thouga it could oot daunt his 
courage or diminish the power of his oratory. 

He is ttili the pest representative of what 
the wise man meant who, when asked what ts 
the sow of OTaLory, answered, ‘*Action! Ac- 
tion! ACTION!’’ When be eould return to 
liaiy again he had become ano@er man. He 
bad ecme to see that what lialg needs most of 
all is that freeaom of spirit which only true 
religion ecsn give. He went back, uot as a 
politzeian, butasa preacher.

The genera! assemoly 
meets annually in the city of Fiorence, and 
receives reports from churches throughout 
Italy. The annual reports show that the char- 
acter of tbe work does not differin any es- 
septia] respect from the work of the evanyel - 
ical churches of this land and of Great 
Britain. 

Tbe churches have adopted for their Sun- 
day coliections ‘*.be envelove sys- 
tem”? as developed mtbis couatry. But the 
membership consists chiefly of the poor. 
‘Not many rich, not many wnoble are 
calied.’’ 

And now Gavazzi eomes to America for the 
third time. to make Known the present con- 
dition ard needs of the cbhureh to whose es- 
tuldiehment and progress be bas devoted the 
mattrest years of bis eventful life. The really 
pleutmen are fewin this day who have de- 
voted themselves withsuch entire self-sacri- 
fice to the service of religion.
